Quarterly Meeting with Area Agencies on Aging & Independent Living
MINUTES
May 22, 2019

Commissioner Gadd opened the meetingat 1 p.m. with the introduction of Dr. Betty Shiels Ph.D., of the
University of Louisville Kent School of Social Work. She isthe Director of the Kentucky Emergency Preparedness
for Agingand LTC Program. Dr. Shiels’ workis funded through two grants, a federal hospital preparedness grant
for the healthcare collation across the state; and a grant with the OIG of Kentucky and the Centers for Medicare
and Medicaid. She highlighted her work on a 400-page State Emergency Preparedness Manual forall nursing
homesinthe state. It has beenidentified by DHHS as the best practice in nursinghome emergency
preparedness. Datafrom the Kentucky Hazard Assessment was shared and Kentucky ranks 7t in the top ten
states of the number of presidential-declared emergencies. Kentucky is one of two non-coastal states of the top
10. These arethetop hazards listedin orderof rankedrisk for severe damage. 1) flooding 2) earthquake 3)
KARST/Sinkhole 4) mine/land subsidence (abandoned mines) 5) landslide 6) dam failure 7) forest fires 8) drought
9) extreme temperatures 10) hail storm 11) severe storm 12) severe winter storm 13) tornado. Dr. Shiels asks
for arepresentative fromthe AAAstoserve onthe Emergency Function Preparedness team.

Introductions

Commissioner lead introductions as each attendee, in-person introduced themselves. She acknowledged those
attendingviaZoom Videoconferencing. Every AAA was represented at today’s meeting. The Mission Moment
for this quarteristhe Kentucky SHIP Program partnering with local food banks. Edward discussed the
partnership and gave an example of the partnership with Legal Aid of the Bluegrass and local food banks to
provide on-site SHIP counseling at their Dare-to-Care sites. KelliSheets hasalso beenindiscussion with KIPDA
and a Dare-to-Care food bank in Shelby County to begin a partnershipinthe KIPDA region. Edward ended with
a story abouta 67-year-old lady in Clark County that came to a local food band and while there took advantage
of the SHIP counseling opportunity. She was aboutto lose herhome, didn’t have any food and she was the
caregiverforherdisabled adult child. When she came tothe local food bank she was able to get food stamps,
find new housing, geton a new part B drug plan, and also qualified for Low Income Subsidy (LIS) and Medicare
Savings Program (MSP).

Old Business

a. National Health Care Decision Day, April 16 -- Marnie spoke about those that were able to participate
and how the program specifically touched 436 people. They completed applications, received
information and help connectingthem with an attorney. We will start planningfor nextyear. Any
thoughts or suggestions, pleasesee Marnie.

b. National Volunteer Week, April 7-13 -- Kelli discussed DAIL’'s acknowledgment of volunteers and the very
positive reception of the appreciation certificates. Lisa Dale sentoutover 350 certificates for AAA
volunteers.

c. Workforce Pilot -- Buddy talked about partnering with the Education and Workforce Cabinet, Bluegrass
AreaDevelopment Districtand ResCare. The state has approved four(4) students for the fall paid
internship program. All want more than one experience. Agency providers will provide at least two
experiences, much like a studentteacherexperience. Ourgoalisto expand with the Geriatric Master’s
program at KSU in the fall with the intern program.




ADD Board Training -- Buddy said 11 of the 25 board trainings have occurred orare occurring now. It
has been relativelysmooth with small snags typically in the registration process. Local board members
seemevery appreciative. Will gothroughthe end of June. Jennifer Williams asked if this will be an
annual occurrence. Buddy advised that othertraining opportunities for elected officials can be used.
This particulartraining will be mainly offered to newly-elected officials. Ann Wildman asked what the
reason was forthe one-hourlive sessioninstead of the on-demand. Buddy advised thatthe survey
responses showed requests for different formats so DAILtried to provide as many options as possible.
Buddy stated that we would do anothersurvey at the end of this segment. He said, if you don’t
complete the survey youwon’tgetavoice inknowing what happens and the way we are guiding
traininginthe future. The most engaged part of the trainingisalways about “legal updates,” what you
can and can’t do. Buddy appreciatesall the participation andtestruns. The three entities working
together(DAIL, DLG, Workforce and Education) has helpedinform decision makers and everything has
worked outreally well.

Underspent Funds -- Commissioner Gadd talked about underspent funds at the last meeting. She stated
that a few AAA’s have reached out and asked for additional funds, and one AAA has additional funds
that they are willingtoshare. She reiterated that there should be no funds to give back to the state, if
there are unspentfundsthey needtobe shared, emphasizingthatwe needto SPEND ALL OUR FUNDS.

ii. Medicare Advantage Collaborative —Buddy discussed a six-month collaborative partnership with
National Council on Aging. Kentucky was lucky enough to have been picked as one of 10 states
to participate and receive technical assistance. AAAs, the ADD Association and DAIL are coming
togetherto discuss what we want to enhance and improve. We will goto New Orleans for
intense training. The ultimate goal is to get money from Medicare Advantage to do whatwe
already do
National Center on Advancing Person-Centered Practices & Systems (NCAPPS) —Marnie said the
Commissionerreceived agrantfrom NCAPPS. Thisisa grant that has no fundingattached but a
group will provide technical assistance by coming and looking at our programs and what we do.
They will make recommendations on how we do a betterjob making things “person-centered.”
They will be reaching outto Jennifer Williams to get general information from the AAAs as a
group. ltis a 3-year projectthat they will re-evaluate every yearand provide additional
technical support.




New Business

a. SeniorHungerSummit—Marnie explained thatunderthe direction of the Commissionerwe are
focusingon fourareas of seniorhealth. Oneis senior hunger/food insecurity. Agroup led by
Amanda, Lala, Amy, Kelli and Marnie is planning a Senior Hunger Summit in Frankfort on October
30" We will invite community partners, leaders and advocates, as well as organizations and some
internationally renowned speakers and presenters to come and talk about what we can doto
reduce seniorhungerand solve the problem in Kentucky. Mark your calendars! Commissioner
notedthat inthe newestarticle that came out from Feeding America, Kentucky is the highest for
foodinsecurity forthe 50-59 age group.

b. Medicaid Rate Study — Medicaid is still gatheringinformation, but will hold a series of town hall
meetings across the state. Jennifer Dudinskie has sent outthe agenda/schedule of all the town
halls.

c. ACLRegionslll & IVSUA & AAA Directors’ Conference —Commissioner attended and acknowledged
that several here today also attended. Everyone learned more about programs others are doing on
topics such as mental health and oral health programs. ACLis reorganizingaccordingtoregionsto
help with currentinconsistencies in the regions.

d. Reauthorization of the Older Americans Act - will be reauthorized this year. Commissioner
mentioned some possible positive changes that have not been made publicyetwith Title IIIC
funding, thatshe learned of at her spring meeting.

e. Legislation—We needto have our Legislative package readyin two weeks, soif anyone hasideas
please let herknow ASAP. She has a few butwelcomes additional ideas and needsto receivethem
ASAP.

f. State Plan— We askedfora one-yearextensiononour3-year State Plan. Withthe NASUADreview
coming, we would like toincorporate their recommendations. Everyone has attended alot of
meetings and alot of work has been putinto the funding formula.

Discussion
1. Trainings—Questions have been asked about specifictraining topics for Family Caregiver, ADRC, etc.

Commissioner asked what trainings the AAAs were interested in and what topics everyone would want
to cover. It was agreed that ADRC trainingis good so we are all doing everything consistent across the
board, usingthe same forms, same format and what the expectations are. The same forfamily
caregiver, case management, Titlel11C,and Homecare services. There have been many changes with
forms. Buddysuggested thatthe AAAs could submitalist.

Commissioner mentioned that anything anyone wanted to talk to NASUAD about could be mentioned
whenthey meetwith the stakeholders. She suggested to everyoneto make a list of talking points.
Jennifer Williams brought up a couple of things that the AAAs metabout and had discussions on earlier
that morning. Some of the topics discussed were: Taxonomy, Brain Games, ElectronicVerifications with
Waiver, ACLmeetings (AAAs wanta place at the table), and 211 implementation (possibly of DAIL
assisting with funding fora database).

Commissioner asked the AAAstoselectavolunteerto be their representative at the Emergency
Preparedness Function. Edwardisthe representativefor FAST (Kentucky Functional Needs
Collaborative).
